Collin County towns this time is

A spokesman for the Comptroller’s 
Office said checks totaling $3.3 million 
had been sent to 313 cities and 197 
counties for their share of mixed drink 
tax collections. Another $8 million 
raised by the tax during the fourth 
quarter, representing the state’s 
portion, will remain in the general 
revenue fund. 
Total mixed drink tax collections 
during the quarter was $11.3 million, 
which was 23 percent greater than the 


$9.2 million collected during the same 
quarter in 1975. 
The mixed drinks tax is a 10-percent 
levy on all gross receipts from the sale 
of mixed drinks. It is collected by the 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission. 


The Comptroller’s Office remits to 
counties and cities 15 percent of the 
total mixed drink tax collected within 
their boundaries. 
The 
balance 
remains in the state general revenue 
fund. The tax is collected and the 
remittances made on a quarterly 
basis. 
The spokesman for *he Comp­ 
troller’s Office said Harris County got 
the largest check, $500,843, based on 
total mixed drink sales of $33.3 million 
within the county during the quarter. 
In Collin County, a total of $34,808.97 
in mixed drink taxes was collected, 
with the cities accounting for 
$17,184.31 of that total. Planers total 
collected revenue during the last 
quarter was $6621.89.

Bdl Hobby Admits 
Illegal Contribution 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Lt. Gov. 
William Hobby has acknowledged he 
received a $500 campaign contribution 
from a man identified as Warren 
Woodward, but says he did not know 
at the time the money actually came 
from American Airlines. 
American has named Hobby as one 
of many persons to whom illegal 
campaign contributions were made 
from 1964 through 1973. The airline 
said Woodward, a lobbyist, gave $500 
to Hobby in 1972. 
“Certainly, I had no idea these 
funds may have come from American 
Airlines,” Hobby said Wednesday, 
“My records indicate that Warren 
Woodward, a long-time personal 
friend who formerly worked for 


American Airlines, bought five tickets 
to a fund-raising dinner held in Austin 
on Aug. 25, 1972. 
“The tickets were paid for with a 
personal check from Mr. Woodward in 
the amount of $500. 


“ I do not condone the practice of 
some corporations in contributing to 
political campaigns. And I have never 
knowingly accepted any such con­ 
tribution.” 


American officials also reported 
making illegal contributions to Sen. 
John Tower, R-Tex., twice in 1971 for 
a total of $350. 
Woodward, the airlines disclosed, 
gave a total of $1,000 from corporate 
funds to primary candidates in 1972.

Bills authorizing transfer of $188,974 
from the Oil and Gas Division to the 
Gas Utilities Division of the Railroad 
Commission and creating 23 new 
district courts in the state—one of 
which is earm arked for Collin 
County—were scheduled for House 
action today. 
Both m easures were declared 
emergencies by Gov. Dolph Briscoe, 
and both were approved last week by 
the Senate. 
The court bill is a carryover from 
the 1975 session, when it was killed by 
a filibuster on closing night. 
The House Wednesday approved 
and sent to the Senate a third bill 
Briscoe had declared an emergency 
— a measure allocating $561 million 
for the highway department during 
the next two years. 
There were indications, however, 
the measue may not receive the quick 
Senate consideration House leaders 
had expected. Speaker Bill Clayton 
said last week Senate leaders had 
promised immediate action on the 
bill. But Lt Gov. Wiliam P. Hobby 


said Wednesday there was no such 
commitent. 
“ I have no commitment to try to 
bring it up by any specific date,” 
Hobby said. “What I told the speaker 
was there was no game plan or 
timetable for arbitrarily delaying it.” 
The Senate Wednesday approved 
and sent to the House legislation 
giving citizens the right to sue for 
triple damages for violations of state 
price fixing and antitrust laws. 
Sen. Lloyd Doggett, D-Austin, 
sponsor of the bill, said he had 
received numerous complaints of 
price fixing concerning apartment 
rent in Austin and timber in East 
Texas.

W inkler d e m o n stra te s to 
S h a k e sp e a re 
how

m odern th eater works, while 
Shakespeare and som e of his 
players explain the theater 
of 1599. 
“ Shakespeare is very in­ 
tim ate, friendly and accessi­ 
ble,” 
W inkler 
said 
“ We 
spend a lot of tim e on the 
la n g u ag e , w ith 
Polonius 
from 
‘H am let,’ 
Petruchio 
and K ate from ‘The Tam ing 
of the Shrew ,’ and I do the 
street fight with Tybalt from 
‘Rom eo and Ju lie t.’” 
He 
p o in ted 
out 
th a t 
S h a k e sp e a re w as say in g 
m uch the sam e things that 
are said today, and he gave 
som e pungent exam ples that 
co u ld n ’t be re p e a te d on 
television. 
W inkler enjoys the theater 
and has a particu lar yen to 
return to Broadway. 
“ I opened in a play on 
Broadw ay in 1973. It was 
ca lle d ’42 Seconds from 
Broadw ay’ and it w as a very 
' 
quick run. It opened and 
closed the sam e night. As I 
was taking off m y makeup, 
they w ere taking out the 
sink I have to com e back to 
Broadway and do it right.” 
W atching W inkler work on 
the alm ost bare stage, a 
short m an in a navy blue 
sw eater, tieless shirt and 
green corduroy slacks, he 
showed the discipline and 
concentration that m ark the 
a c to r ’s c ra ft. T he scene 
consisted of walking down an 
open sta irw a y w ith Will 
S h a k e s p e a re , 
sh o w in g 
S h a k e sp e a re th e lig h tin g 
control board, then walking 
tow ard center stag e with 
him and eventually saying 
the line from “ H am let,” “ O, 
all ye hosts of Heaven! O 
E a rth !” 
His voice took on real 
Shakespearean tim ber — 32 
tim es, because th a t’s how 
m any takes w ere necessary 
before a glitch in the sound 
system w as ironed out.

said ,

spoke fondly of Fonzie, the

years and that

said 
“ I fs my responsibility not to 
gel 
bored. W hether those 
people tune in or pay $3 a 
ticket, I have to give them 
the best out of m y body or 
I’m full of ....

keep ch a n g in g the 
c h a ra c te r 
I d o n ’t 
w ant 
people to tune in and say. 
well. he was funny a couple 
of years ago But m aybe five 
years will be long enough 
and it will be tim e to change.

That m akes Fonzie fans 
safe through next season 
W inkler also is beginning a 
new movie. “ H eroes,” which 
he calls a serious com edy 
about the effect of w ar on the 
psyche of a young veteran. 
As for his other plans, the 31- 
year-old W inkler said with a 
sm ile that he w as “ growing 
up" and added: 
“ I want to stay healthy, 
work until they put m e in a 
box and hopefully have a 
fam ily .
